TOKIO CONTINUES QUIET.

TOKIO, Sept. 10.—Calm has been re- 
stored in Tokio. 

Premier Katsura on Friday invited 
leading members of both houses of the 
Diet to luncheon and made a statement 
concerning the peace terms.

He invited them to 
refrain from the publication of matter 
calculated to incite the subversion of 
the public peace, but disavowed a de- 
sire to check the free expression of 
political views, which, he said, the Gov- 
ernment welcomed. 

This action has produced a good ef- 
fect, but the opponents of the peace 
treaty still murmur and call upon the 
Government to offer a clear explana- 
tion of the reason for the concessions 
to Russia. 

Marshal Yamagata in an interview 
says all the Elder Statesmen and Cabi- 
net Ministers were unanimous in ap- 
proval of the peace, since no better 
terms could have been obtained ex- 
cept by the continuation of the war, 
and in that case the cost of life and 
treasure would not have been com- 
pensated for by the results. -He de- 
clares it to be absolutely certain that 
the Japanese armies could have cap- 
‘tured Harbin, and says no apprehen- 
sion on that score had the slightest in- 
fluence on the Government's decision. 


TOKIO, Sept. 10, (8 P. M.)—The total 
number of riot suspects in custody ex- 
ceeds 1,650. It is stated that formal 
charges have been made against 160 of 
them. The remainder will probably be 
released. It is expected that the Govern- 
ment will adopt a lenient attitude toward 
those to be tried. 

Gen. Sakumo and his staff inspected the 
guards throughout the city to-day. , 

The restaurants were reopened to-night 
and conditions are resuming a normal as- 
pect. 


TOKIO, Sept. 9, (Delayed.)—The city 
continues to be quiet and public excite- 
ment and apprehension are subsiding. 
While active political agitation continues, 
the prospect of additional violence is de- 
creasing. 

Gen. Sakumo’s instructions to the troops 
who are preserving order in the capital 
have produced a favorable impression. 
Since the proclamation of martial law 
there has been no act of violence neces- 
sitating the use of arms. The street 
cars, which were suspended last night, 
will resume their usual service this even- 
ing. 

There is every indication, however, of 
an undercurrent among the educated of 
dissatisfaction verging on indignation 
against the peace terms. 

It is impossible to obtain accurate fig- 
ures of the killed and injured in the riot- 
ing. Many of the wounded were conveyed 
to their homes, thus concealing their con- 
dition.

statistics of the killed and wounded, aid 
it is probable that it will report an ac- 
curate list later. The number of arrests 
is withheld, but it is estimated that they 
amount to many hundreds. 

A dispatch from Séul says that the un- 
official Japanese press there sympathizes 
with the rioting at Tokio and the burning 
of official buildings. There is also criti- 
cism of the Elder Statesmen. The Japan- 
ese population at Sul is dissatisfied with 
the peace conditions, and condemns the 
Government for yielding. 


KANEKO BIDS FAREWELL. 


Takes Leave of the President, His 
Mission Being Ended.

OYSTER BAY, Sept. 10.—Baron Ken- 
taro Kaneko, the unofficial and confiden- 
tial representative of the Mikado, made 
his farewell call on President Roosevelt 
j at Sagamore Hill to-day. In an inter- 
view he reiterated that his mission in this 
j;country was simply to promote an eco- 
nomic and commercial alliance between 
Japan and the United States for the de- 
velopment of the Far East. 

“I consider my mission accomplished,” 
he said, ‘“‘and now I am going home.” 

The Baron was asked whether he 
thought the riots in Tokio could be con- 
sidered a reliable gauge of public feeling 
in Japan in the matter of the peace terms. 

“I don’t know," he replied. * There 
seems to be some difficulty in obtaining 
reliable information regarding both the 
extent of the riots and the causes leading 
up to them. I think they might have 
been obviated had the peace terms been 
made public and properly explained to 
the people at once. Anti-foreign riots 
are by no means pecullar to Japan. You 
have them everywhere, even in this coun- 
try. There have been anti-foreign riots 
in Chicago and in San Francisco. They 
are to nations what abscesses are to the 
human body.” 

**Do you believe there will be a growth 
of anti-American sentiment in Japan as a 
result of the peace terms?” 

“Not for a moment. I know there is a 
general regret throughout the country as 
a result of the unfortunate attack on Mr. 
Harriman. The feeling of the mob was 
not against him. The trouble was that 
the Tokio mob could not distinguish be- 
tween an American and a European.” 

He added that the riots were not the 
result of political agitation, the political 
leaders in Japan being too wise to resort 


to such means to accomplish their pur- 
poses.

“AID TARTARS. 


4,000 Armed Men from Persia 
Join the Rebels. 


BAKU SITUATION IMPROVES 


But Many Persons Are Starving—30 
Per Cent. of Oil Property in 
Well District Escaped. 


TIFLIS, Sept. 10.—The worst news to- 
day comes from the Zangezurski district, 
where, it is reported, many Armenian vil- 
lages have been wiped out and hundreds 
of persons killed. Help is slow in reach- 
ing there owing to the distance from the 
military centres. 

The whole of the Tartar population has 

|; risen, and has been joined by 4,000 armed 
Kurds from the Persian bank ofthe Alas 
| River. 

The Viceroy has protested to the Per- 
sian authorities. 

The Governor of Baku reports that fir- 
ing continued last night and to-day, 
though on a smaller scale, and that few 
were killed or wounded, The troops and 
police, he says, are still engaged in pre- 
venting incendiarism and pillaging. 

The director of the Technological In- 
stitute at Baku telegraphs: ‘““We are 
starving and dying.’’ He implores the 
dispatch of necessities. 

Gen. Shirinkia has ordered the Governor 
of Elizabethpol to investigate accusations 
against some of the Tartar police com- 
missaries that they are co-operating with 
the insurgents. . 

It is reported that the Armenians and 
Tartars in Shusha have become reconciled, 
that the population has been disarmed, 
and that the foreign residents have re- 
turned to their homes. Gen. Takaischwils 
telegraphs that the disorders there are 
ceasing. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Monday, Sept. 11.— 
M. Pappe, the St. Petersburg representa- 
tive of the Baku Bourse, said yesterday 
that the situation at Baku continued to 
thow a distinct improvement.

YELLOW FEVER VICTIM 


Father L. E. Green Was the First 
Patient at Jesuit College. 


FRENCH MARKET FUMIGATED 


Thousands of Bats and Myriads of In- 
sects Drop from Its Domes—Other 
Markets to be Cleaned. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 10.—The unfa- 
vorable feature of. the Sunday report on 
yellow fever is the unusually large num- 
ber of deaths. Another distinguished 
member of the Roman Catholic clergy is 
in the list, Father L. E. Green of the 
Jesuit College. He died at 4 o'clock to- 
day, after being ill a week. 

He was attacked with a chill last Sun- 
day, just after delivering a lecture, but 
thought nothing of it. The next day he 
visited a room in the college which had 


| been screened and made ready for emer- 


gencies in accordance with the suggestion 
of Dr. White, and jokingly remarked to 
one of his colleagues that the room was 
ready now and only needed, the first pa- 
tient. A few hours later he was the uc- 
cupant. He was 38 years old and a native 
of England. He had been here about two 
years and was a teacher in the branch 
schoo] conducted by the Jesuits on St. 
Philip’s Street. 

The. fever record here to date is as 
follows: To-day’s cases, 27; deaths; 7; 
new centres of infection, 11; total cases, 
2,239; deaths, 316; under treatment, 206; 
discharged, 1,677. i 

This afternoon the famous old French 
Market was fumigated. The building be- 
ing an open one and extending for four 
blocks, from St. Ann Street to Ursuline, 
presented a difficult problem for fumiga- 
tion. The fumes ascended in a dense 
cloud into the cavernous domes of the 
market buildings, and thousands of bats 
and myriads of insects of all kinds, not to 
mention flies and mosquitos, were killed. 
It is the purpose of the authorities to 
treat other old market buildings in the 
same way. 

The most important outside news to- 
day was from the health officer at La 
Fourche Parish, reporting four cases of 
fever at La Fourche Crossing, on the op- 
posite‘ side of the bayou from the two 
sporadic cases there two or three weeks 
ago. There were two deaths in that par- 
ish Sunday, one at La Rose and one at 
Midway. 

Other country reports were: Patterson, 
7 cases and 2 deaths; Tallulah, 11 cases 
and 2 deaths; Kenner, 2 cases and 1 
death; Hanson City, 4 casés; Donaldson- 
ville, 2 cases; St. Rose, 2 cases; Pecan 
Grove, 1 death.

This committee reported as 
its conclusions in part that ‘the mono- 
type has shown a superiority over the | 
linotype in quality and quantity of work 
done, and the cost of composition on this 
machine is 50 per cent less.”’ .The Keep 
report says: 

“After thoroughly examining all per- 
sons whose work and figures were used 
in the preparation of this report, includ- 
ing members of the committee who signed 
it, we are of the opinion that as a com- 
parative statement of cost of composition 
the report is worthless; that the conclu- 
sion reached by the committee is not jus- 
tified, and that as a record of any sup- 
posed comparison or test as to the merits 
of the two typesetting machines the re- 
port is grossly unfair to the Mergenthaler 
machine.

‘“Much testimony was given to substan- 
tlate the charge made by the Mergen- 
thaler Company that the contract made by 
the Public Printer with the Lanston Com- 

any was entered into clandestinely and 
n a manner to prevent the Mergenthaler 
Company from asserting its claims as a 
competitor for the contract. 

The report states that ‘‘in August, 1904, 
newspaper articles speaking of the prob- 
ability of a change in the office of Public 
Printer, and mentioning the name of Os- 
car J. Ricketts as probable or possible 


| successor of Mr. Palmer, made their ap- 


pearance.”’ Gen. Michener, Washington 
counsel for the Lanston Company, was 
Palmer’s intimate friend ‘“‘and one of 
those who urged his appointment on Pres- 
idents Harrison and McKinley.” Mich- 
ener and Palmer decided that Ricketts 
was a ‘‘ Mergenthaler candidate.” 

‘In October, 1904,’’ the report says, 
“Gen. Michener had a conversation with 
Mr. Dove on the subject of Mr. Ricketts, 
and informed Mr. Dove that he was for 
Palmer’s retention, and proposed to make 
a fight for it, and that if Mr. Dove 
thought such action on his part would 
embarrass the Lanston Company, he was 
willing to withdraw as counsel for the 
company. 
he proposed to fight for Mr. Palmer. 

‘In view of the fact that the purchase 
of machinery thus agreed upon on the 


15th of June was one of the most impor- | 


tant in the history of the Government 
Printing Office; in view of the request of 
the Mergenthaler people as_ expressed in 
Mr. Dodge's letters to the Public Printer 
asking to be advised whether additional 

urchases of typesetting machinery were 
in contemplation, and of the Public Print- 
er’s reply thereto that he was not yet 
ready to take the matter up, but that 
when the time came the comparative mer- 
its of the two machines would have his 
careful consideration; and in view of the 
intimate political and personal relation- 
ship between the Public Printer and Gen. 
Michener, the counsel for the Lanston 
Monotype Company, it is our opinion that 
this purchase should not have been nego- 
tiated at the private residence of Mr. 
Dove and Gen. Michener, but‘at the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, anc that the 
method followed in this case was. ‘highly 
improper; also that the Mergenthaler Lin- 
otype Company should have been in- 
formed‘ that the purchase of additional 
machines was under consideration, and 
should have been given an opportunity to 
be heard 

“It is only just to Mr. Ricketts to say 
there is not in the evidence taken before 
this committee anything to show an ille- 
gitimate connection between Mr. Ricketts 
and the Mergenthaler Company; nor is 
there any proof of any act of Mr. Ricketts 
in connection with the Mergenthaler and 
Lanston machines in the Government 
Printing Office, which, in our opinion, is 
to Mr. Ricketts’s discredit or inconsistent 
with a preference on his part for the Mer- 
genthaler machine, based on his honest 
belief as a printer that this machine was 
better adapted than the Lanston machine 
for much of the work in the Government 
Printing Office. 

**It developed in the course of the testi- 
mony taken by the committee that sev- 
eral persons in the Government Printing 
Office were a the time covered by our 
inquiries interested in the stock of the 
Lanston and Mergenthaler Companies.

HOTEL HELP QUESTIONED 


More Evidence That the Murdered 
Man Always Carried Several Hun- 
dred Doilars—Wallet Not Found. 


Evidence is accumulating that J. H. 
Thompson, who was exchange editor of 
THE New YorK Times for nearly forty 
years, was assaulted in his room at the 
Hotel St. James on Thursday night. He 
was found unconscious, with ‘three frac- 
tures of the skull, on Friday morning by 
a chambermaid, and died on Friday night 
without regaining consciousness. 

It was learned yesterday beyond doubt 


that Mr. Thompson habitually carried in | 
an inside pocket a large wallet in which | 


he customarily had several hundred dol- 
Jars. That wallet has not been found. It 
was also learned yesterday. according to 
Capt. Gallagher of the West Forty-sev- 
enth Street Police Station, that one of Mr. 
Thompson's next-door neighbors had 
heard some one enter his room at about 9 
o'clock Thursday night, whereas all the 
evidence obtained so far is that Mr. 


Thompson did not go up to his room until | 


10:15 o’clock that night. 

Capt. Gallagher said yesterday that Mrs. 
Mary Mott, who has apartments adjoin- 
ing those.of Mr. Thompson, had told him 
that about 9 o'clock of the night 
murder she had heard Mr. 
,door open and shut. She believed that it 
“was Mr. Thompson who was entering, 
Capt. Gallagher reports her as saying, 
and so paid little attention to the opening 
sand shutting of the door. Mrs. Mott had 
gone to bed last night when Capt. Gal- 
lagher told this story.

Accused Says That Complainant

VICTIM SILENCED BY FEAR 


Letters Demanding Money Say Police 
Are in League with Band—Threats 
Since Last April. 


The arraignment of Antonio Fazia be- 
fore Magistrate Breen in the Tombs Court 
yesterday morning’ on a charge of black- 
mail brought to light a story of the work- 
ings of the Black Hand, with details of 
persecution and two incidents of attempt- 
ed murder. Fear kept the victim from 


September. 

Serrino Nizzarri, a baker at 98 Bayard 
Street, complained to the police, on his 
lawyer's advice, last Saturday that re- 
peated demands for the payment of $300 
had been made on him by unsigned letters 
conveying threats of death to him and 
his family if he refused. Nizzarri had 
employed Fazia, but dismissed him on 
April 1. 

Fazia’s defense yesterday was that Nez- 
zarri owed him money. He refused the 
services of a iawyer and conducted his 
own defense. On the witness stand he 
turned to Nazzarri.and said: 

“T’'ll go to jail, but he will pay the pen- 
alty. My friends will look after him all 
I don’t feel sorry for myself, but I 
do for him. Read the letter. It tells all.’’ 

Fazia was held in $2,500 bail for the 
Grand Jury. The first of the threatening 
letters, exhibited in court yesterday, was 
dated April 10 and contained the following 
passage: 

“Our society is composed, besides Ital- 
ians, of policemen and lawyers, and if 
you make known its contents to the po- 
lice we shall know of it at once.”’

“PETE” BROWNING DEAD. 


One of the Most Celebrated Characters | 
in Baseball Dies In Hospital. 


Special to The New York Times. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 10.—Louls Rogers 
Browning, known to all ‘ rooters’’ as ‘‘ Old 
Pete,"’ died in the City Hospital here to-night 
of an abcess In the head. He was 45 years old. 

In June, 1878, Browning began pitching for 
a local team against the Louisville profes- 
sional nine. In 1880 he played third base on 
the old Eclipse team. When Louisville went 
into the American Association, Browning be- 
came third baseman on the team, and re- 


mained in that position for two seasons. 
Later he was shifted to the outfield, which po- 
sition he veyed as long as he remained in 
the game. remained with Loulsaville until 
1888. In the following year he went to Pitts- 
burg, and in 1890 became a member of the 
Clevéland team at a salary of 800. His 
patting average that season was .450. In 1891-2 
he was with Cincinnati, and the following year 
with the Columbus team, He wags wis 
‘Kelly's Killers'’ of Allentown, Penn., in 
1804. His last work was with the Loutsville 
National League team in’ 1895.
